Makes Driver Careless 


If Horn Is Depended On To Clear 
Way In Traffic 

The motorist who depends. on the 
horn of his car to clear the way 
ahead of him is not likely to be the 
safest kind of a driver. He is inclined 
to rely too much on noise-provoked 
precaution on the part of the other 
fellow and too little on caution on his 
own part. 

Aside from being a noise nuisance 
the horn tends to breed carelessness. 
It has been said in its defense that 
to abolish it of ban its use would be 
to abolish the possibility of giving 
warning in an emergency. This is 
not how abolition works out in actual 
experience in the Australian state of 
Tasmania, . 

There is a regulation in force there 
which forbids the use of motor horns 
within city boundaries. A report on 
its effects is most favorable. During 
the first full year of its operation 
the number of pedestrians killed by 
motor vehicles was seven, compared 
with twelve for the previous year, 
This reduction having taken place 
despite an increase in traffic. The 
report states that the application of 
the regulation has been the means of 
reducing the speed of motor vehicles 
in cities and towns and.that drivers 
exercise greater care when in busy 
areas. In addition, pedestrians are 
said to be more observant before 
leaving the sidewalks. 

The evidence furnished by Tas- 
mania indicates that the Anti-Noise 
Committee of City Council need not 
hesitate on the score of safety if it 
is convinced that in the interests of 
greater quiet in the city the blowing 
of motor porns should come under 
a complete ban.—Toronto Telegram. 


Safest Year Of Life 


Eleven Is Also Happiest Insurance 
Statistician Has Found 

Life may begin at forty, but ac- 
cording to an insurance asatatistician 
eleven is the safest age and the hap- 
piest of the entire life span. His find- 
ings tend to show that at the age of 
eleven the average child, from the 
standpoint of health, is safer than he 
ever will be again. 

At that age fatal accidents, rather 
than any disease, rank first in the 


causes of death. At 11 years the 
mortality is only one per 1,000 a 
year. Among boys of this group, ac- 


cidents account for 28 per cent. of| 


all deaths. In ages from one to four, 
influenza and pneumonia take first 
communicable diseases second 
From five to 19, | 
accidents cause the greatest number 
of deaths. From 20 to 84, tuber- 
culosis enters most prominently into 


the picture From 85 to 44, while 
tuberculosis still leads, there enter 
heart disease, cancer, influenza, pneu- 
monia, nephritis, and cerebral hem- 
| orrhage in the order named. From 
55 to 64, diabetes causes most deaths

Most people look upon Jack Miner’s' 
tagging system of ducks and geese 
as a hobby, when the fact of matter 
is it can’t be estimated the value in 
dollars and cents by the various prov- 
inces of Canada and American States, 
because it gives the authorities 
knowledge of where the birds are 
each season of the year, and which 
state and province kills the most and 
where they are killed in any huge 
number, 

For illustration, North Carolina at 
one time was killing more than any 
ten states. Jack Miner gives this in- 
formation to the proper authorities 
with the result that several sanc- 
tuaries were established in that 
locality which gives the birds a place 
to breathe between shots. Had it 
not been for Jack Miner’s tagging 
system the authorities would not have 
realized what a great percentage was 
being killed in such localities. 

The sanctuary has proven that 
birds will come back to the same 
place for food and protection. While 
making a catch a goose was caught 
wearing two tags—one on each leg. 
One had been put on in the fall of 
1924, while the tag on the other was 
placed on in fall of 1928. Several 
are often re-caught which have been 
tagged back as far as the fall of 
1928, but seldom is one caught that 
has been tagged back as far as 1924, 
chiefly because Jack Miner wasn’t 
tagging many back that far. Last 
winter one was killed in North Caro- 
lina that had been tagged in 1918, 
making 14 years it had worn the 
tag; or in other words 28 trips across 
the continent. Jack Miner asks how 
many trips would it have made back 
and forth across The continent had it 
not ‘had a sanctuary to give it safety 
from the hunters’ shot and shell. 

Furthermore, the tagging system 
proves that they go from one place 
of safety to another. Jack Miner has 
received several photos from owners 


of bird sanctuaries in North Caro- 
lina, other states as well as other 
sanctuaries in Ontario, which had 
been taken from blinds and which 
shows the geese wearing his tag. 
Thus while there are chains of sanc- 
tuarjies throughout America, birds 
can't become exterminated yet and 
the hunters have’ good shooting be- 
tween these sanctuaries. In. other 
words the sanctuaries stop any ex- 
terminating possibility. : 

Millions of dollars have rightly 
been spent in the United States and 
Canada for museums where only 
stuffed specimens can be seen. Jack 
Miner asks, is it not just as sane if 
not more so, to maintain sanctuaries 
where specimens can be seen alive 
and saved from extermination.

United States Scientists Hold Jobs 
In British Universities 

Throughout the Empire there was 
a growing tendency for the best 
posts in science and engineering’ to 
go to citizens of the United States 
declared Frank Parkinson, guest of 
honor at a function given by the 
chancellor and senate of Leeds Uni- 
versity. Mr. Parkinson, who is head 
of a well-known Leeds firm, recently 
gave $1,000,000 to the university. 

In trying to find out why this state 
of affairs existed, Mr. Parkinson 
said he had had the opportunity of 
meeting some of these people. “He 
found they had qualifications which 
rendered them suitable for the posts. 
The posts were entirely free from 
any pressure, and, in fact, other 
things being equal, the British sub- 
ject would have been preferred. 

He wondered whether there was 
anything in the science training of 
the universities of the United States 
which qualified their students better 
for the posts. He was perfectly satis- 
fied the material available in Britain 
was better than that in the United 
States, and he could only think there 
was something in the training they 
received that produced these results. 

Mr. Parkinson expressed the belief 
that the provincial universities of 
Great Britain were the best institu- 
tions for improved science training. 
He thought this for two main rea- 
sons. A sterling quality of character 
existed in the provinces to a greater

degree probably than in some othe 
parts of the country, Furthermore, | 
he believed that the older universities | 
were not quite so well qualified to, 
meet the situation for one main rea-| 
son that they drew their students| 
from a different strata of society.

‘Miners’ flapjacks and sowbelly in- 
stead of native fish and seal blubber,” 
was the comment of an Alaska 
bureau official who declined to let his 
name be used. 

The death rate, described by these 
three men as appalling, was disclosed 
in a study by Dr. F. 8, Fellows, past 
assistant surgeon-general of the 
United States public health service 
and director of the Alaska medical 
service. Dr. Fellows reported the 
death rate among Alaskan Eskimos 
and. Indians as 655. per 100,000. It 
was about 57 per 100,000 in the 
United States. 

Other officials expressed belief the 
senator had referred to silk stockings 
and calico dresses simply to epit- 
omize the devastating effect upon 
the native races of the invasion of the 
white man with his diseases. 

Thomas said the Eskimo and In- 
dian women in particular had taken 
to American style dress in large num- 
bers regardless of low average tem- 
peratures in Alaska, and as a result 
had lowered their resistance to tuber- 
culosis—by far the most deadly dis- 
ease among them. 


French Air Force 


Has Been Increased 87 Per Cent. 
Since Last June 

The French air force has been in- 
creased 37 per cent. to approximately 
4,000 machines since last June 1, the 
air minister, Pierre Cot, told the 
chamber of deputies. He implied 
France’s air force was strong enough 
to meet any air threat by Germany, 
picturing it second only to Soviet 
Russia's. 

His address followed upon a declar- 
ation by Communist Deputy Gitton 
that Germany’s “motorized army of 
1,100,000 men” could be hurled at the 
French frontier over new super-high- 
ways at the rate of 70,000 troops an 
hour.

Mammoth Bones Found By Workers 
Near Lebret, Saskatchewan 

The sketches which accompany this 
article show bones of a mammoth 
which were found near Lebret, Sas- 
katchewan, by half-breed road work- 
ers. 

They were in the posseSsion of Dr. 
V. Rondeau, dentist of Rouleau, 
Sask., and are supposed to be about 
10,000 years old. 

The mammoth, progenitor of the 
modern elephant, inhabited the tem- 
perate parts of the northern world 
during the glacial period, and sur- 
vived until the Neolithic period of 
human history, a comparatively re- 
cept time. : 

“The animal was about the same 
size as the modern Asiatic elephant,

The move is the result of a con- 
vention held recently in Budapest, , 
when the midgets demanded small 
houses with staircases they could 
climb, diminutive bathroom fixtures, 
ready-made clothes in midget sizes, 
and half-portions of food in res- 
taurants at half-price. 

The leader of the movement is 
Julius Gont, who is only forty inches 
high. But in spite of this he is a 
big business-man in Budapest, where 
he owns a department store. 

“We midgets want a place where 
we can live our lives in accordance 
with miniature standards,” Mr. Gont 
said. “How can we be happy trying 
to regulate our lives by the -doings 
of ordinary people? 

“This new land we propose to make 
will cause us to lose our inferiority 
complex. We shall feel comfortable 
with everything adapted to our size. 

“We are going to acquire about 100 
square miles of land. Counting® on 
the curiosity of the people of the 
world, I think we can always bank 
on an excellent tourist traffic. 

“Any financial problems we might 
have will be solved by the money 
that will flow in from tourists. You 
must understand, though, that we 
do not want to be treated like ex- 
hibits in a sideshow. 

“To avoid this, no admission fee 
will be charged. Instead, we shall 
require every visitor to have pass- 
ports, and these will require visas. 
A percentage of the money charged 
will come to us. 

“IT am convinced that my plan is 
a@ practical one. I, think I can say 
that I have a good head for busi- 
ness. My store supplies midgets in 
every country of the world with 
everything they want. 

“Through my agents I have invited 
midgets everywhere to send _ repre- 
sentatives to a conference, and there 
we shall draft laws and work out de- 
tails for the construction of a num- 
ber of miniature cities and villages.”

Lilliput Land will be farming. 

Livestock is likely to prove a bit 
of a problem.

“They realize we are grownups, and 
bound up to us in a very playful 
manner, often knocking us down. We 
are as fond of animals as anyone 
else, but we have learned by experi- 
ence to avoid all breeds’of big dogs.” 


One Of World’s Finest 


Century-Old Organ Was Destroyed 
In Crystal Palace Free 

With the destruction by fire recent- 
ly of the famous Crystal Palace in 
London—huge exhibition hall of glass 
and steel—one of the worlds finest 
pipe organs was forever silenced. 
Gatty Sellars, English organist-com- 
poser, who played there only a short 
time before the fire to an audience 
of 50,000 persons, recalled that the 
organ, a century old, had been play- 
ed more than any instrument in the 
British Isles. 

‘It had more than 200 miles of 
tubing,” the organist said, ‘and 
despite the great size of the Crygtal 
Palace, the organ tones carried wih 
great volume to every part of it. 

“So great an organ it was that it

In modern 
English bacon factories they use 
everything —- because there is no 
squeal, the big being electrocuted and 
killed painlessly. 

All the eatable parts of the pig 
that do not become bacon go into 
sausages, meat pies, brawn, bath 
chaps, faggots, chitterlings, polonies, 
trotters and other tasty morsels and 
the more English bacon that is eaten 
the more we get of these foods, for 


they are not imported with foreign 
bacon. 

The bacon factory distils benzine 
from the residue, makes gelatine, 
bone meal, and dried blood. Even 
the bristles are used, and there are 
miraculous machines that sort them 
by quarter-inch sizes and with all the 
roots one way. They are made into 
brushes and_ upholstery.—Montreal 
Star,

Designs 
for the embroidery of the dress in- 
clude Dominion and Colonial em- 
blems.—London Times.

Restrictions Placed On Germany’s 
Restaurants Under Nazi Plan 

Fewer dishes on tne bill of fare, 
fewer table cloths in restaurants, and 
therefore less laundry, are some of 
the new measures to help Germany 
become self-sufficient in her food and| 
raw material supply under the new 
four-year plan. 

This was announced at the hotel 
and restaurant proprietors’ meeting 
at Hanover recently.

No bill of fare, even in the most 
expensive restaurants, is permitted 
to offer more than four different 
soups, 10 “dishes of the day,” 10 fried 
or grilled dishes, six egg dishes, six 
different kinds of cold and four kinds | 
of warm hors d'oeuvre, or 15 cold 
dishes such as cold cut, various 
special salads and cold fish. 

Ordinary salads, vegetables, game 
and poultry may only be offered ac- 
cording to- season. No stipulations 
have been made regarding cheese and 
dessert. Hot fish is the only major 
dish not subject to any restrictions, 
as the consumption of fish is to be 
encouraged. 

Menus of the larger restaurants 
may offer no more than six major 
dishes, of which two must be fish, 
while menus of medium-sized res- 
taurants may offer no more than 
three dishes, of which one must be 
fish. 

Restaurant tables having marble 
or wooden tops, which can be clean- 
ed, are not to be covered by table 
cloths. Saving can be made in laun- 
dry, it is said, without impairing 
either cleanliness or hygiene. 

Cutlery, crockery and_ kitchen 
utensils in new restaurants are to 
consist of glass, porcelain or metals 
which are easily obtainable, in order 
to save silver, rfickel and copper.

Must Be Competition’ 


Government Order Regulates The 
Sale Of Militia Horses 

The government will tolerate no 
combinations in restraint of trade, 
nor secret covenants made to restrict 
free competition—even in the sale of 
militia horses. From time to time 
the noble steeds are found unfit for 
further service, or, for other rea- 
sons, have to be sold. In any case, 
the national defence department will 
see that fair's fair. 

General order No. 2, tabled in the 
House of Commons by Ian Macken- 
zie, minister of national defence, 
makes this clear. It set forth that 
when one of these chargers has to 
be sold the sale has to be done by 
auction, and the C.O. of the regiment 
promoting the sale “will detail an 
officer to attend.” : 

The reason is clear. The G.O, 2 
continues that it will be the duty of 
this officer ‘‘to see that no combina- 
tion exists to keep down the price. 
If such combination is apparent he 
will, after consultation with the auc- 
tioneer, postpone the sale.” 

The auctioneer gets a $5 fee if the 
sale price is $100, and five per cent. 
if over. However, there might not 
be much in it for the autcioneer be- 
cause, says the order, he ‘will pay 
for all the advertising.”

Canadian Pacific Railway Offers Free 
Tuition To Apprentices 

One free scholarship to the faculty 
of engineering or faculty of arts and 
science at McGill University is being 
offered by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, subject to competitive examina- 
tion, to apprentices and other male 
employees under 21 years of. age, en- 
rolled on the permanent staff of the 
company, and to minor sons of em- 
ployees. The company maintains 10 
scholarships at McGill, the new one 
being to fill a vacancy yesulting from 
the graduation of a previous winner.

Mr. H. Lillejord of Arnaud, Man., 
however, had a crop of good red 
Spring wheat that matured un- 
harméd by the rust. It was Thatcher, 
a-hew rust-resistant variety under 
development since 1907 by the Min- 
nesota, Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. The Manitoba government-pur- 
chased Mr, Lillejord’s crop and dis- 
tributed the seedy.as far as it would 
go’ to Manitoba farmers. 

There. was, however, none avail- 
able for Saskatchewan. So, with 
the encouagement of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, the 
“Crop Testing Plan” imported from 
Minnesota all the highest quality 
Registered Thatcher available from 
their best seed growers. Nine car- 
loads were brought in and distrib- 
uted at cost to some 2000 farmers 
in Saskatchwan and Manitoba. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise prices—Intensive demand for 
wheat by certain European coun- 
tries continues unabated; Soviet 
Spring sowings considerably behind 
schedule; wheat crop in the Orient 
expected to ‘be below last year; 
drought affects rice crop in French 
Indo-China; Siamese rice surplus for 
éxport smallest in five years. 

Following factors have tended to 
‘lower prices—Favorable weather in 
United States winter wheat belt; 
beneficial rains occur in Australia; 
corn prospects in Argentine good; 
Egyptian corn yield above average; 
generous rains assure good cereal 
germination in Palestine; U.S.A. 
total wheat acreage may be 68 mil- 
lion.

Prairie Changes 


Interesting Information Revealed 
From The 1936 Census 

The 1936 quinquennial census of 
the Prairie Provinces of Canada re- 
veals many changes since 1931. Ac- 
cording to preliminary figures, at 
June 1, 1936, the population of Mani- 
toba was 711,000, Saskatchewan 931,- 
000, and Alberta 772,000. Manitoba 
shows an increase of 10,861 since 
1931, Saskatchewan an increase of 
9,215 and Alberta an increase of 40,- 
395. While the population of the 
three Prairie Provinces as a whole 
shows an increase of 2.5 per cent., 
a noteworthy feature is that in the 
six electoral districts covering their 
northernmost parts the number of in- 
habitants has grown from 237,063 to 
282,826, a gain of nearly 17 per cent. 

This northward movement of popu- 
lation is mainly attributed to three 
factors: the taking up of fa®m lands 
in the newer districts by farmers 
who have given up their old farms in 
the drought-stricken areas of the 
more southern sections of the prov- 
inces; the development of mining 
fields in the north; and the business 
developed by the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way and the new northern ocean 
terminal at Port Churchill. 

Many changes in farm routine have 
also taken place in the Prairie Prov- 
inces during the five years since 1931. 
There are not quite as many acres 
under crop in Saskatchewan but in- 
creases in Manitoba and Alberta al- 
most make up the loss. . More of the 
land is sowed to Durum wheat, but 
considerably less to other kinds, with 
the result that the total wheat acre- 
| age in 1936 was about four per cent. 
less than in 1931. There are more 
oats and barley now, and almost 
twice as much cultivated hay crop. 

Adjustments have been made in 
livestock as well. There are four 
cows milking now for every three 
there were, and five hives of bees for 
every two there used to be. Pig and 
| poultry populations have been re- 
duced by one-quarter, and there are

Englishwoman First To See Possi- 


bilities Of Education By Radio 

A member of Sir John Reith’s staff 
of whom little is known outside the 
B.B.C. headquarters in Lindon is 
Miss Mary Somerville, O.B.B. She is 
director .of broadcasts. The story 
behind this amazing service to schools 
really starts in a remote Scottish 
hamilét, where a young woman, still 
an Oxford ‘nder-graduate, heard her 
first broadcast of music, recalls the 
Glasgow Herald. She was recuper- 
ating from an illness, and her great 
interest was education, Vividly she 
Saw the possibilities, and soon after- 
wards she found her way to John 
Reith, then chairman of the old Bri- 
tish _Broadcasting Company. Mr. 
Reith (he had not then been knight- 
ed) had already determined to ex- 
plore the possibilities of broadcast 
education, and he was on the look-out 
for officials with a zest for pioneer- 
ing. He appointed Mary Somerville 
at once to help in developing the 
broadcasts to schools. On his advice 
she went back to Oxford to take a 
degree, but she travelled up to Lon- 
don once a week to help in the ex- 
perimental stages of the work at 
Savoy Hill. It was a tremendous 
effort to create staff, machine, organ- 
ization, programs and contacts with 
schools out of the raw material of 
men, women and contending ideas, 


SELECTED RECIPES 


CHERRY ROLL 


Temperature: 875 degrees F. 

Time: 25 minutes. 

1 can cherries; 1 cup boiling water; 
¥%* cup sugar; 4 teaspoon cinnamon; 
2 cups Royal Household flour; 4% 
teaspoons baking powder; % tea- 
spoon salt; % cup shortening; 1 cup 
milk; 1 tablespoon butter.

The leaves 
have been mended, the vellum soft- 
ened, stretched and flattened and the 
Codex Sinaiticus- will now go down 
the centuries, in two volumes, bound 
in white goatskin leather, between 
boards of English oak.

Valuable Work Effected B 
Royal Canadian Air Force In 
Securing Aerial Photographs 


Since 1922 and arrival of the air 
photograph, 481,000 square miles of 
Ganada have been mapped, mostly in 


difficult and unsettled regions, Major- | 
General A. G. L. McNaughton, presi- | 


dent of the National Research Coun- 
cil, told the Canadian Institute of 
Surveying. 

Speaking at a luncheon in connec- 
tion with the 30th annual conven- 
tiori, Gen. McNaughton said through 
utilization of information obtained 
from air photographs an important 
new road to a mining area in Mani- 
toba was shortened by 31 miles, The 
saving, at from $5,000 to $7,000 a 
mile, alone exceeded the total cost 
of all photographic flying in Canada 


‘for a year. 


Major-General McNaughton paid 
tribute to Royal Canadian Air Force 
flyers who had added considerably 
to the Dominion’'s collection of 700,- 
000 air photographs covering nearly 
as many square miles. 

“It was recognized,” he said, “from 
the earliest days of the formation of 
the department of national defence 
that the pilots of the air force would 
need extensive training and practice 
in air photography, as this is one of 
their important duties in war, and it 
was the preoccupation of all concern- 
ed to see that this work served also 
as a useful economic purpose. 

“As a result the vast proportion 
of the photographs, which have been 
made available for mapping and 
other uses, haye practtcally cost us 
nothing, for the flying would have to 
be carried out in any event,” he 
added. 

Lieut.-Col. E. L. M. Burns, presi- 
dent of the institute, said adequate 
mapping throughout the Dominion 
was essential to successful operation 
of the trans-Canada airway. He said 
enormous amounts of money had 
been wasted through lack of ade- 
quate maps in planning main trans- 
portation systems. 

He advocated extension of topo- 
graphical surveys to aid in mining 
development and said the Canadian 
tourist industry would be greatly 
developed through proper maps. 

A paper dealing with aerial sur- 
veys and air transporfation was 
given by F. T. Jenkins of Winnipeg. 
In discussing commercial aerial sur- 
veys, he said this industry would be 
greatly stimulated if the government 
would contract for a considerable 
portion of its surveys. 

The National Research Council 
had constructed two specially de- 
signed plotting machines in an effort 
to improve Canadian methods of 
making maps from: air photographs, 
R. H. Field, of the council, said in 
another paper. ‘Excellent progress” 
had been made in Canada in this line 
of work, he said.

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Nelson’s Trafalgar Signal 
Several Versions Given But One Best 
Known Will Stand 

The following article was taken 
from the Halifax Herald: 

A correspondent of this newspaper 
writes in to question the accuracy of 
the modern and popular quotation of 
Nelson’s immortal signal. He says it 
should not be quotéd, “Bngland ex- 
pects every man to do his duty.” 

It is not pretended that the pres- 
ent popular form of the quotation is 
the literal interpretation of Nelson's 
Trafalgar signal, which was given 
in the London Times of October 26, 
1805 (five days afte? the battle), as 
“England expects every officer and 
man to do his duty this day.’ But, 
as is recorded in Benham’s book of 
Quotations, the present popular form| 
is: “England expects every man to| 
do his duty’; while one British en- 
reproduction of 
the Trafalgar. signal-flags to repre- 
sent “England expects that every 
man will do his duty.’’ 

But while one correspondent was 
writing in to suggest inaccuracy in 
the quotation, another was writing 
in to suggest that no such signal was 
flown by Nelson at all! And he 
quoted from Collingwood's despatch 
printed in the London Gazette of that 
time as follows: 

“We sighted the combined French 
and Spanish fleets yesterday morn- 
ing about eight miles off Cape Tra- 
falgar. We had a leading wind, and 
on receiving the order we bore away 
from them under full sail.

A 
closer examination of the Colling- 
wood despatch, however, reveals the 


_ signal “Close Battle’ was “‘the only 
| signal during the whole engagement.’ 


But Nelson's signal was flown before 


| the engagement and before the “Close 


Battle” signal was made. { 

However, like many famous signals 
and “last words’ that have come 
down to us through the centuries, | 
Nelson's signal will stand as long as 
the English language endures as an 
inspiration to all in the performance | 
of their duty.

The Do- 
minion department of agriculture is 
concerned officially only with the dis- 
tribution of Renown. 

Apex is a variety developed at the 
University of Saskatchewan, Saska- 
toon, from a composite crossing pro- 
gram involving the varieties, Mar- 
quis, Kanred and Iumillo. Thatcher 
variety was produced from a cross 
made at the Minnesota agricultural 
experimental station, St. Paul, Minn. 
It was) grown on many _ farms 
throughout Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan in 1936.

Barley Research 
Results Of Investigation Expected To 
Determine The Better Types 

In close co-operation with indus- 
try, research on malting barley is 
being carried on in the Division of 
Biology and Agriculture of the Na- 
tional Research Laboratories of Can- 
ada, The results of the investigation 
are expected to provide a better basis 
for the selection of the most desirable 
types of barley for malting, and as 
maltsters ordinarily pay a premium 
ranging at the present time up to 25 
cents a bushel for barley of malting 
quality, the advantages of this re- 
search to farmers are obvious. 

The average crop of barley in Can- 
ada during the last five years has 
bten 73,245,000 bushels, of which 
five to seven million bushéls 
were used each year locally for the 
production of malt. The actual quan- 
tity of malt made in Canadian mills 
in 1935 was 6,411,000 bushels. Dur- 
ing the same year the consumption of 
malt in Canadian breweries amount- 
Exports of 
2,500,000 bushels went chiefly to the 
United States. In addition, some of 
the barley exported to the United 
Stetes is used for malting, and it is 
estimated that at least from one to 
two million bushels of Canadian bar- 
ley are malted each year in 
United Kingdom.

made by the critics 6f the budget} 
to persuadé the government to 
change its objectionable features— 
without avail, and as a résult a fil- 
buster move was inaugufated to pre- 
vent it passing the House until the 
desired ‘Social Credit legislation is 
introduced in the House. 


Thursday this opposition took on 
serious strength following a snap 
vote taken Wednesday in which for 
the first time on a recorded vote the 
government was beaten by a count 
of 27 to 25. On a motion to adjourn 
the budget debate to Thursday of- 
fered by H. K. Brown, of Pembina, 
the Premier objected and urged that 
the debate be continued without a 
stop because of the limited time at 
the disposal of the House. Mr. 
Speaker Dawson called for a vote, 
which was apparently evenly divid- 
ed, and the insurgent members then, 
asked for a recorded vote of ‘the 
question, with the above result. 

It is now clear, despite the de 
nials that have been given from time 
to time, that there has been consid- 
erable dissatisfaction in the_ rank 
and file of the Social Credit mem- 
bership with the way the admini- 
stration has been “going slow” in 
the matter of implementing the new 
financial system. ‘There was con- 
siderable feeling over the Premier’s 
quarrel with Major C. H. Douglas 
in the first place and later with the 
refusal to co-operate with John Har- 
graves, the English leader in the 
Green Shirt movement, who visited 
Edmonton and offered his help as 
an adviser free. The Premier was 
said by Dr. H. K. Brown, M.L.A., 
during the debate Thursday, to have 
declared that “he would play sec- 
ond fiddle to no man.” 

Altogether the situation has pro- 
vided a crisis of the first rank for 
the Alberta government and it is 
difficult to say just what the ulti- 
mate outcome will be.
